London, May I.—Great Britain awoke today to the most se­ 
rious industrial crisis in her history. 
Approximately 1,000,000 mine workers went on strike at 
midnight and the 400 members of the Trades Union Congress, 
representing 4,000,000 additional workers, were to meet this af­ 
ternoon to determine the extent to which they would assist the 
miners to maintain the present wage scale and hours of labor 
agreement which the mine owners terminated with notices which 
became effective at midnight. 


5,000,000 Trade Unionists May Also Strike 
London, May I.—Great Britain’s 5,000,000 trade unionists 
will go out in general strike Tuesday morning unless the mine 
strike which already has thrown 1,000,000 of the workers out of 
employment, is settled before then. 
The 400 members of the Trades Union Congress decided upon 
the general strike action in sympathy with the miners during a 
session which convened today at noon. 
The congress’ decision 
means that the entire trades union movement has determined 
upon a showdown with the government. 
The railway unions are prepared to operate certain milk and 
fpod trains despite the gejpreral strike, C. J. Bromley, secreraifcry of 
Locomotive Engineers arid Firemen’s unions, announced. 
The general council of the congress announced there would 
be no interference with health, sanitary or food services. 
King Proclaims Existence National Emergency 
The Evening Star says that the king has proclaimed the ex­ 
istence of a national emergency which would automatically im­ 
pose what amounts to virtual martial law throughout Great Brit­ 
ain, with Premier Baldwin and his cabinet empowered to govern 
the country by decree and without immediate consultation of 
parliament. 
The home office informed the United Press at 2:20 p. rn. 
that “the king’s proclamation of an emergency is being issued.” 
The proclamation was made public a few minutes later in the 
London Gazette. 
This means Britain today is virtually under martial law. 
Trials for infractions of the emergency regulations, which may 
be issued by the cabinet can be held before courts martial and 
Premier Baldwin is empowered to use the army, navy, marine 
force and any other power at his command to maintain the coun­ 
try’s supply of food, milk and other essentials of life. 
Baldwin need not consult parliament. He now is governing 
by decree in the face of the greatest industrial crisis in the his­ 
tory of Great Britain. 
The emergency powers act stipulates that the proclamation 
making it effective must forthwith be communicated to parlia­ 
ment and that the proclamation may not remain in force more 
than one month without renewal. 
The king’s proclamation issued: 
“Whereas by the emergency powers act of 1920, it is enacted 
that if it appears to us that any action has been taken or is im­ 
mediately threatened by any person or body of persons of such 
nature and on so extensive a scale as to interfere with the supply 
and distribution of food, water, light or with the means of loco­ 
motion, or to deprive the community or any substantial portion of 
the community of the essentials of life, we may, by proclamation, 
declare that a state of emergency exists. 
“And whereas the present immediate cessation of work in 
the coal mines does, in our opinion, constitute a state of emer­ 
gency within the meaning of said act. 
“Now, therefore, pursuant to said act, we do by and with the 
advice of our privy council, hereby declare that a state of emer­ 
gency exists.” 


Government Starts Moving Troops 
London, May I—The government began moving troops today 
as a precaution against possible trouble at the mines or elsewhere. 
The troops will assist the police to maintain order and to pro­ 
tect life and property. Armed detachments were moved in South 
Wales, Lancashire and Scotland, where there are many pits. 
There were indications today that Premier Baldwin was 
moving to seize all coal in Great Britain above ground. 
South 
Wales coal ports were ordered to suspend exportations of coal im­ 
mediately. Ships already at sea were ordered by wireless to re­ 
turn to port.

THE Bl SY LITTLE “B IN DE R ” ROYS 


I n reading stories of wondrous advances in Florida realty 
one often happens to run across the expression “binder boys.” We 
wondered what these busy little “binder boys” were up to and 
our wonder has been satisfied by reading the first of an illuminat­ 
ing series of articles on Florida by Ida M. Tarbell, as published 
in the McCall magazine for May. 
Miss Tarbell has an international reputation as a first class 
investigator and reporter. 
She delved into Standard Oil some 
years ago and when she got through, the industry was thoroughly 
investigated from well to barrel. 
We quote Miss Tarbell on the “binder boy” : 
“It was the ‘binder boy’, however, who capped the excitement 
and threatened at one time to drive the Florida boom and all its 
makers over the precipice. They appeared in flocks in the summer 
of 1925. One able gentleman told me that he believed there were 
25,000 at least of the gentry in Miami alone! Their process was 
interesting. 
You had a piece of property, we will say, worth 
8100,000, and a binder boy came along offering you a bigger ad­ 
vance than you had ever dreamed it was worth. 
He offered you j 
.$500 as a hinder to the bargain for a limited period; then he went i 
out to his work, but his work was not to sell the property; it was j 
to turn over the binder. 
“He would sell it for $750, $1,000, $1,500. 
With each sale 
the price of the property was advanced, say $25,000. 
The infla­ 
tion was fast and furious—but a bona fide sale was rare— it was 
the binder which changed hands. And when finally the binder ran 
out you had a piece of property with a suspicious stain on it. 
“In Miami they turned on the binder boy as a first step; a 
mightly clever maneuver was planned.” In short owners allowed 
the binder boys a large number of lots. “The properties were so 
selected that in every case an unsold piece adjoined them. 
The 
binders would be given; the sky-rocketing began, and when they 
bad run them to the usual wicked heights there suddenly appeared 
one morning in the Miami papers full page advertisements offer­ 
ing lots adjoining those that had been skyrocketed at somewhat 
like reasonable prices. 
There was a howl from the gentry; some 
500 of them, I have been told, although I do not know that there 
is any way of verifying the figures, were hit and hit hard, but 
there was nothing to do about it.” 
Following the reduction of binder boys, says Miss Tarbell, 
sober minded city builders were turning their attention to the 
serious and delicate task of deflating their boom.

The inhabitants of the 
Nicobar islands and of Central Bast 
Africa are apparently of till tribes the 
most free from loin coverings of all 
sorts.

James Smithson, whose fortune founded the Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, D. C\, was the illegitimate son of en English Duke. 
His mother 
was of royal birth and in the boy’s veins there flowed the blood of kings. 
But the “bar sinister” robbed him of all his natural rights of inheritance, 
even denying him a name. 
He started with nothing, not even a name. 
“If England will not give me a name,” said young James as a lad of 
fifteen yeras, “then I will go out and make one for myself that will live long 
after the names of Northumberland and Percy are forgotten.” 
The determined youth graduated from Oxford University at the age of 
twenty-one and began immediately to win the highest scientific honors tbo 
empire could confer. 
He became a world famous traveller and scientist, a 
member of a half dozen of the most noted scientific societies of Europe, 
wrote extensively for scientific publications, and died leaving a fortune of a 
half million dollars to the government of the United States of America for 
the purpose of founding an institution "for the dissemination of scientific 
knowledge throughout the world,” to he known as The Smithsonian Institute. 
His dream has become a fact. Tile name Smithsonian is known through­ 
out the globe—in places where (he names Northumberland aud Percy have 
never been heard. 
Some men acquire great names; some men have great names thrust upon 
them: but the greatest are those wiio, starting with nothing, make great 
names for themselves. 
In the final values no man IS more than he has BECOME.

Inflamed by Jack McCarthy’* un ­ 
willingness to go through with ti)*' 
bout on account of the poor atten d­ 
ance after the Brown-Gorman bout 
had come to a quick ending, Tony 
Marcony last night punished the Hill 
City boy unmercifully, forcing him 
to give up in 21 minutes and three 
seconds after applying a series 
of 
headlocks, toe holds, 
scissor 
holds 
and generally torm enting him. 
Mc­ 
Carthy said “ Nutt” when Marcony 
finally applied the hammer-lock. 
The bout followed a heated argu­ 
ment between L. L. Taylor, McCar­ 
th y ’s manager, and Tony in which 
Tony also won by forcing the visit­ 
ing wrestler to go through with the 
bout. 
W ith only about 30 fans in 
attendance hut not 
suggesting 
to 
these a refund of their money, Tay­ 
lor told the crowd previous to the 
McCarthy-Marcony bout th at he did 
not see why his man should take on 
Marcony before such a poor 
audi­ 
ence. 
Tony Marcony found favor 
w ith the fans by replying that the 
bout would have to go through and 
th a t if it was money the 
visitors 
were looking for he would pay him 
out of his own pocket. 
The crowd cheered Tony when lie 
finished his talk and also were much 
pleased 
when 
the 
local 
wrestler 
showed his superiority over the Hill 
City man in the bout. 
Forgetting that there is such 
a 
thing as sportsmanship in wrestling 
and not just cold cash, Taylor, Mc­ 
Carthy’s manager, told the audience 
th a t he did not want his man to go 
on with such a poor gate receipt. Ile 
said his man earned his money by 
wrestling and that he did not want 
him to take a chance with Marcony 
because he was slated to meet Hop­ 
kins of Minneapolis in Hill City to­ 
morrow night. 
He did not say any­ 
thing, however, about refunding of 
the money to the fans who were not 
to blame for the poor attendance 
It. all was 
apparently Greek 
to 
Marcony, this sudden 
outburst 
on 
the part of Mareony’s manager. 
“These people paid their money to 
see the bout go through. 
It is not 
their fault that there is such a poor 
attendance. 
I am willing to go to 
the mat and not take a penny for 
my services,” said Marcony. “I have 
heard th at McCarthy has not been 
beaten yet. 
He’s got to prove it to 
me. 
If it’s money you want, I am 
willing to pay $10 out of my own 
pocket, or more, so th a t the people 
can be satisfied. 
My game is sport. 
I have never disappointed the public 
yet in my eight years of w restling 
and I certainly w ant to give 
the 
Brainerd fans a square deal.” 
Taylor, in talking to the audience, 
said that his man was not afraid of 
anyone and asked those there what 
they would do if they were in the 
same circumstances. 
Dr. J. A. Tliabes, one of the inter­ 
ested parties, spoke up: 
“If I was 
20 years younger, I would take on 
McCarthy myself.” 
McCarthy and his manager finally 
to stop a riot among the fans, agreed 
to wrestle for one fall, the winner 
to be called champion. 
It not only gave 
the 
audience 
pleasure to see Marcony manhandle 
McCarthy but it also gave Tony im­ 
mense pleasure in wrestling him. 
For twenty-one minutes the battle 
raged. 
Like two enraged bulls in 
an arena they met. 
The mat be­ 
came ripped and both were covered 
w ith sawdust. 
The crowd howled 
Its pleasure. 
McCarthy pulled Mar- 
cony’s hair but 
nothing 
bothered 
Tony. 
He was out to whip his op­ 
ponent and it was 21 minutes after 
the bout commenced th at McCarthy 
gave up, signifying to Referee Rice 
th a t he had had enough and that he 
was willing to quit. 
After the bout 
Rice 
challenged 
Marcony to a bout. 
Tony accepted. 
In the semi windup, Dan Brown. 
Chicago, handled Jack Gorman with 
ease. 
He threw the Omaha boy for 
the first fall in five minutes and 30 
seconds w ith an armlock, and in the 
second fall with a head scissors and 
hammer-lock in two minutes.
